Flin Flon’s cost of living ranks no 
higher than in other towns of Mani¬ 
toba and Saskatchewan. There

Recreation for all-age folk includes 
a splendid picnic beach and park at 
Phantom Lake, less than a mile ond 
a half from town, upon which the 
Company spent several thousands of 
dollars on filling in a muskeg with 
sand to make a beach, on landscap¬ 
ing, and on the various buildings 
that go to make a well managed 
summer resort. 

Sports—Theatres—Hobbies 

In town the Flin Flon Community 
Club operates several buildings in 
which accommodations are provided 
for theatricals, dancing, skating, 
hockey, curling, badminton and bas¬ 
ketball. It also maintains a library, 
a sewing room and a well equipped 
hobby clubroom. Outdoor recreations 
Include soft ball, golf, tennis, swim¬ 
ming, boating, fishing, hunting, ski¬ 
ing and the other sports which happy, 
healthy people arrange for their 
amusement. Commercial entertain¬ 
ment includes two motion picture 
theatres with three changes of en¬ 
tertainment weekly and a privately 
owned radio station. 

Flin Flon for years has had splen¬ 
did representation in the Saskatche¬ 
wan Senior Hockey League and its 
team is well known in Regina, Moose 
Jaw, Saskatoon and Yorkton. They 
hope to have a team this coming win¬ 
ter but with so many of their best 
players in the services, this cannot

stores and general merchants display 
lines of wearing apparel and house¬ 
hold furniture and equipment com¬ 
parable in price and appearance with 
similar displays in the average city. 

The residents of Flin Flon have 
their downtown section and their 
suburban area. Downtown is the 
older portion of the settlement and 
is quite close to the mine. The town 
broadens out from here and many 
comfortable homes look out over the 
calm expanse of Ross Lake. 

Rents are within the reach of all 
wage scales, running from $18 and 
$20 to $45 per month. An advantage 
of living in Flin Flon is that pne al¬ 
ways is close to the job and does not 
have to spend precious half hours or 
longer in tiresome streetcar rides as 
in more congested areas. Most of 
the people wall^ to their jobs in ten 
or fifteen minutes and there is a 
quick bus service for the “suburban” 
residents. 

Trains—Telephones—Telegraphs 

Although Flin Flon is on what 
used to be Manitoba’s northern fron¬ 
tier, modern communication systems 
have drawn it much closer to the 
older settled communities than the 
map shows. Every day except Sun¬ 
days and Mondays, a train pulls into 
Flin Flon from Winnipeg and Re¬ 
gina; and every day except Satur¬ 
days t(|id Sundays a train leaves Flin

Flon for the south. Consequently 
there are five mail deliveries a week 
to the town, though there is no car¬ 
rier service to the homes and you 
have to pick up your letters at the 
post office. Urgent communications 
are provided for by the Canadian 
National Railways telegraph service, 
and by the Manitoba Government 
Telephone System’s long distance 
lines which carry one’s voice to all 
the large population centres of the 
continent. 

Thus you have been given a brief 
but fairly comprehensive description 
of what goes on in this bustling 
community and the mine which in¬ 
cidentally has the distinction of being 
the most northerly situated copper 
and zinc producing mine in the Bri¬ 
tish Empire.

Germans Believe Occupied Countries 
Will Take Terrible Revenge 
Neutrals with good sources in the 
Reich contend that the Allies will 
have a hard job overcoming the 
deeply instilled German fear of de¬ 
feat. Goebbels has terrified the peo¬ 
ple with warnings of the revenge of 
the Red Army and the occupied coun¬ 
tries. Many are already trying to 
save themselves by being decent to 
war prisoners and slave laborers, 
often going so far as to aid them in 
escaping. Nevertheless, Germans are 
showing resentment against the 
Nazis, particularly against young 
officials holding down soft, home- 
front jobs, and the German press, 
under orders, is trying to stem it. 
A typical quote from a Stuttgart 
paper: "The question of deferred oc¬ 
cupations is dealt with today with 
.... incorruptible severity. Men 
... in brown uniforms . . . are re¬ 
maining in the homeland only be¬ 
cause their main occupation. ... is 
essential to the war.”—Newsweek.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 

JANUARY 2 

JESUS BEGINS HIS MINISTRY 

Golden text: Repent ye, and believe 
in the gospel. Mark 1:15. 

Lesson: Mark 1:1-22. 

Devotional Reading: Isaiah 40:3-11., 

Explanations and Comments 

The Preaching of John the Bap¬ 
tist, Mark 1:1-8. Mark wrote his 
Gospel for Gentiles, and in telling 
them* how Jesus’ work began he did 
not think it necessary to go any fur¬ 
ther back in history than to the 
workof John the Baptist, the fore¬ 
runner of Jesus. The prophet Isaiah 
had foretold the coming of a mes¬ 
senger who from the wilderness 
would call upon the people to make 
ready the way of the Lord, make his 
paths straight. John had come, even 
as thus foretold, and had baptized 
in the wilderness and preached the 
baptism of repentance unto remis¬ 
sion of sins. 

Jesus’ Steps Preparatory to His 
Life of Service, Mark 1:9-13. From 
Nazareth in Galilee Jesus came down 
to the Jordan and was baptized by 
John. The fact that Mark mentions 
that Nazareth was in the province of 
Galilee shows that he was writing 
for people other than the Jews. He 
says nothing of John’s protest re¬ 
corded by Matthew that "I have need 
to be baptized of thee, and comest 
thou to me?” and of Jesus’ reply, 
““Thus it becometh us to fulfill all 
righteousness.” The rite was Jesus’ 
dedication of himself to his mission. 

Jesus was at all times conscious of 
his ability to commune with his 
Father, but there seems to have come 
to him here at the Jordan a special 
awareness of his divine Sonship. "He 
knew well enough his unique rela¬ 
tion to the Father in heaven, but he 
knew also his dependence upon spec¬ 
ial manifestations Of the approval 
of the Father.” As he came up out 
of the water the Spirit as a dove, 
descended upon him and a voice came 
out of the heavens, “Thou are my be¬ 
loved Son, in thee I am well 
pleased.” 

Masterman says of the voice 
from heaven: “The assurance that 
every step of his earthly ministry was 
the fulfilment of the good pleasure of 
the Father came thus at the opening 
of his public career. It may be that 
the voice represents a deepening of 
our Lord’s consciousness*of Sonship, 
the coming to maturity of the growth 
in wisdom that belonged to his hu¬ 
manity. It means for us that he was 
the Perfect Expression of the whole 
will and purpose of God.”

To Ensure Peace 

Belgium Might Become A Member Of 
The British Commonwealth 

A hint that Belgium might be¬ 
come a member of the British Com¬ 
monwealth under certain conditions 
has been dropped by a spokesman 
for the Belgian ministry of informa¬ 
tion, the Daily Sketch said. 

The Sketch said one of its cor¬ 
respondents had asked the spokes¬ 
man about a speech made in Bel¬ 
fast by Antoine Delfosse, Belgian jus¬ 
tice and information minister, which 
favored Britain as an ensurer of 
peace in Europe, and the spokesman 
replied: 

"M. Delfosse might have been re¬ 
ferring to the possibility of Belgium 
entering the commonwealth.” 

Delfosse had skid “we Belgians are 
ready to sacrifice part of our sov¬ 
ereignty on the altar of world peace. 
We ask but one thing—to be free.” 


CONVICTS PRODUCE WAR GOODS 

Lt.-Col. W. H. Craig, warden at 
Portsmouth Penitentiary, Kingston, 
Ont., said convicts at the penitentiary 
have produced about 38,000 articles 
since the war began. About 35,000 
went to the armed services and the 
remainder to Indians in Western 
Canada. 


WORLD HAPPENINGS 
BRIEFLY TOLD 


The British destroyer Janus has 
been in so many battles that she will 
soon need new guns. In fights rang¬ 
ing from Norway to Crete, she has 
flung more than 6,000 shells at the 
enemy. 

Because mechanics in Australia are 
overworked, managers of men’s clubs 
had to take lessons in repairing slot 
machines when they get out of order. 

More than 2,750,000 houses In- 
England and Wales were damaged 
by bombs from the start of the war 
up to November, 1942. 

The food ministry has bought 
12,000 tons of salted cod from Can¬ 
ada, Newfoundland, Greenland and' 
Iceland to make up for a shortage 
of fish from British waters. 

The adult population of Britain is 
rationed on meat, milk, eggs, butter,

THE RECENT CAIRO CONFERENCE, at which Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek conferred with Prime Minister Churchill and President Roosevelt, 
resulted in the clarification of Allied aims in the war against Japan. The 
statement issued at the conclusion of the conference, pledging the Allies 
to bring about the complete extermination of the Japanese Empire, is an 
answer to critics who from time to time have suggested that the greater 
part of our force is directed against Germany, and that when the war in 
Europe has ended, there might be a slackening in the effort to continue 
the war against Japan. The aims agreed to at the conference are also 
most heartening to the people of China, and to those in the many territories 
in the Pacific which have been seized by the Japanese. The pledges of the 
three leaders at the Cairo Conference have given promise for an entirely 
new era in the Orient, and one in which the fear of Japanese aggression 
will be removed forever.

Last, but by no means the least important, is colour contrast. Since 
our meals must have eye-appeal as well as taste-appeal, a pleasing colour 
plan helps to make good food more appealing. As you know, the fruit and 
vegetables rich in colour are usually those highest in Vitamins and Minerals. 

You may combine white, green, yellow and red vegetables together with a 
pleasing effect. Two red vegetables rarely look well together. Remember, 
do not have an all-white or colourless plate. If you do, you are attacking 
your problem of making eating fun, with a handicap. Next time you are 
planning your menus and you want your family to enjoy their meals, con¬ 
sider along with the cost of the food, contrast in flavour, texture and 
colour of the food, and don't forget the seasonings.
